OTTAWA, Dee. &—D'scussing the 


London cable comment in regard to 
the recent Dominion loan in the 
London market, Hon. Mr. White, 


Minister of linance, said that the re- 
sponse of the public, while somewhat 
disappointing, was not surprising in 
the Leht of uncertainty in London as 
to coming flotations, and financing 
operations, which will undoubtedly be 
upon a large scale at the beginning 
bf the New Year. 

Apart from this feature the practice 
has grown in recent years of the 
public waiting until after an issue is 
made, hoping to buy at a slight dis- 
count from the underwriters. So far 
as obtaining the loan is concerned, 
the loan is successful when under- 
written, The underwriters take such 
of the securities as are not taken by 
the public, and they generally dis- 
pose of them over a period of weeks 
or months, as the markets improve. 

During the present year all issues 
the high-class low interest bear- 
government securitics have met 
with only a partial success by the 
public. Of the present $35,000,000 
New Zealand short date loan, only 8 
per cent. was subseribed. The West- 
ern Australia underwriters took 72 
per cent.

All he 

wanted to do was to forget all about 

it during a few solid hours of sieey, 

But he changed his mind = shortly 
afterwards at the request of the Bulle- 
tin reporter. “I don’t take any credit 
for the victory,” he said, “for Ll would 
like to congratulate the people for 
voting for themselves, | went into the 
fight in a very unselfish manner, | was 
fighting for a principfe, and not for of- 
fice," 

A Clean Fight He Says. 

Mr. McNamara said it was a very 
clean fight. Not a single cent was 
spent to his knowledge in corruption. 
He made a sly dig at the newspapers, 
which be said had misrepresented 
him, and commented on the fact that 
the fight had been won without their 
assistonce. He remarked, too, that he 
did not win because of his endorsation 
by any particular part of the city, On 
the contrary, he said, it was 4 fairly 
general expression of opinion by the 
ratepayers. In eighteen pois, we point- 
ed out, he had a clear majortty, 

It was true, the mayor-elect said, 
that the Separate School poll gave 
Mayor Short a large majority, but he 
added that that majority was not by 
any means as large as had confidently 
been predicted, and it showed that the 
west end was not the administration 
stronghold, as had been forecasted. 

“But it is all over now,” Mr. Me- 
Namara remarked, “Il bear nobody 
any malice, Everything \s forgotten. 
And I hope that under the new order 
of things everybody will pull togeth- 
er, and help to strengthen still more 
the already enviable position of the 
city.” 

Mayor Elect Still Young Man. 

Mr, McNamara is still a young man, 
in the first blush of manhood. He is 
thirty-four years of age. Me is not the 
youngest mayor the city has had, for 
W. A. Griesbach held that unique dis- 
tinction, but he is a close’ second. He 
is the head of the well-known invest- 
ment firm of McNamara, Limited. He 
was born in Renfrew, Ont., on Dec. 27, 
1879, and is the son of John and Maria 
McNamara. He was educated at 8&t. 
Laurent College, Montreal, and Laval 
University. 

His is a remarkable instance of the 
tremendous possibilities of western! 
Canada for the young man of ambi- 
tion and energy. Coming to Alberta in 
1885, when a boy of six, he tater 
taught school in Edmonton from 1899 
to 1902, In the latter year, becoming 
tired of pedagogy, he established him- 
self in business in Wetaskiwin, and 
eventually became mayor of that city 
in 1909. He came to Edmonton in 
1910 and entered the real estate buel- 
ness in which he has been phenomen- 
ally successful, 

Mr.McNumara married Miss Ida Lee 
Mulloy, of Wetaskiwin, in 1906, and 
they have two sons and one daughter. 
He is a Liberal in politics, and a Uni- 
tarian in religion. He has travelled ox- 
tensively, travelling being one of his 
pet hobbies.

In brief, Stefansson's messige states 
that believing the Karluk safe in the 
ice in longitude west 147, fifteen miles 
off shore, he took a party ashore with 
him to hunt, The next day heavy 
gales sprang up anda fog. When the 
weather cleared the Karluk was not in 

| Sight and had undoubtedly been car- 
ried away by the wind which drove 
the ice pack off shore. 

So far the search of the Karwk has 
been unsuccessful, but as there is a 
crew of 26 men on board and plenty 
of provistons no anxiety is felt for its 
welfare, 

The message received today was 
dated October 30, from Point Barrow, 


Alaska, and Was sent overland from 
there to Circle, from where it was 
despatched on December 65, The 


message reads: 
Stefaunsson’s Message. 

“The Karluk, beset by heavy ice on 
August 12, in longitude west 147, 
fifteen miles off shore. Ship froze on 
August 17, and drifted with the ice 
until September 10, when the drift 
stopped. On September 20, believing 
the ship fast for the winter, and as it 
was necessary to secure fresh meat, 
I took Jenness McConnell, Williams, 
and three Eskimos ashore to hunt. 
North-east gales sprang up September 
22, with snow and fog. When the 
storm cleared on the 24th the ice had 
gone, and the Karluk with it. The 
ice undoubtedly went west before the 
wind. The Karluk may possibly have 
broken free and steamed east, but 
she probably remained fast and 

She fol- 
lowed the coast west to Barrow, but 
the Karlvk has not been sighted, The 
schooners Alaska and Sachs, with the 
southern party are safe at Collinson 
Point The schooner Belvidere, with 
her cargo of freight and provisions, 
is wintering near International bound- 
ary.

,New York, Dec. 7.—-A wireless des- 
patch received in this city tonight 
from the Virginia Beach station from 
Captain Dodge, of the steamer.

REMOVED FROM TSE TURF; 


THE NEED OF PROTECTION 


Phil Musgrove, Former Seagram Rider, and Tommy McTaggart, 


August Belmont's Rider, Set Down by the Jockey 
Club of} N ew York 


The ruling handed out recently by.the New York jockey Club revoking 
the licenses of jockeys, Phil. Musgrave and Tommy McTaggart, eventually 
removed from the turf two of the best riders of recent years. Both have 


been frequent offenders in the past. Roughriding was the cause of the 
downfall of McTaggart. At this he was considered a “Past Grand 
Master,” and has been responsible for his being in trouble before. He 
recently served a year's suspension for the same offence, 

McTaggart commenced his riding career with the stable of Phil, Chinn. 
His progress upward was rapid and during three years he rode for August 
Belmont, chairman of the New York Jockey Club. Tommy's chief asset 
was this ability to get away from the post, and he was a desperate finisher. 
He was considered to be the best two- year-old rider since the days of Tom- 
iny Burns. McTaggart was an inveterate gambler, and wagered heavily on 
his mounts when he thought he had a chance to win, 

Musgrave has been in the lime-light on previous occasions too numer- 
ous to mention, and the greatest surprise to turf followers is the length of 
time that he has successfully gotten a way with it. 

Phil, has been doing pig-rkin duty for several years, and first became 
prominent on the New York track in 1907, He was with the stable of 
Joseph E, Seagram for three years, only severing his connection with the 
Waterloo turfman a year ago. Since that time he has ridden as a free 
lance or on short contracts for several stables, He did the riding for the 
stable of A. C. Cochran, which was trained by Chas. Patterson this sum- 
mer, on the New York tracks. Musgrave was capable of putting up a 
powerful finish, and was considered to be the premier “money rider” in 
the business. His best efforts were in races over a route, and for rough- 
riding very few jockeys had anything on him, Unlike other great riders, 
Musgrave is independently rich, and can retire in ease, He had large real 
estate investments in various parts of the United States, principally in the 
State of Indiana. 

The promoter of running races draws his profit from public patronage 
and he seeks to secure that. In harn ess-racing, though, the burden is car- 
ried by the horse-owners themselves, and any necessary remedy is actually 
in thoir hands, but because of the im possibility of unanimous action by the 
horsemen the clubs and associations are able to perpetuate the old system 
with all its deficiencies. It is profit uble.to them and easy, since no par- 
tleular thought, experience or conside ration for the public is required in 
order to carry it on. As the Canadian Sportsman says, it is a case of the 
horseman putting up their own money and then racing for it. When a 
lorge field gtarts the purse is nearly ail paid ‘before the horses’ turn 
afound, and those that finish behind t he money are out their five per cent. 
in addition to ail other expenses, the amount of which no horseman thor- 
oughly realizes until he has raced a thorse and pafd them. 

If such uw ruie was made law the re would be a great many owners of 
fast horses who would race entirely for purses of $300 value and under, 
and never incur a record or bar no matter how tust they went. It would 
be a great deal more profitable racing continually in $300 purse races where 
they were almost certain of winning than racing for $1000 purses where 
they were liable to suffer defeat, and would get a fast record if they won. 

Mr. Cones is\on the right road, but he stopped too soon. We would 
suggest that his rule be amended to read somewhat as follows: “No horse 
racing in a purse race of $300 or less value shall obtain a bar or record 
unless he ‘beats 2.20." Such a clause would keep all the sensationally fast 
non-record horses out of the small town and fair races, and would also do 
away with so much of the suppression of time and shying at records com- 
mon at all such meetings. 4f-course itywould.be necessagy Jo Wave honest 
officials in the stand who would not stretch the 2.20 mirk. It would 
very fair to all horsemen, because a horse that can beat 2.30 over most of 
the bush tracks where small purses are given, is capable of taking care 
of himself in the 2.20 class over any of our good half-mile tracks.

Jack 
Lamb has not been officially connect- 
ed with basebail since 1909;) Jim 
Fleming, on thé other hand, has been 
mixed up in the game more or less 
ever since it staried in Western Can- 
ada. 

These two men, who were very 
largely responsible for the introduc- 
tion of organized baseball in the 
prairie provinces, had a great deal in 
common for discussion. Lamb has 
been living in Vancouver and has been 
‘Associated with Bob Brown, of the 
Vancouver clubeand has got some 
very modern ideas on how to run an 
np-to-date baseball club, He has 
recently come to Calgary to live and, 
is very much interested in the suc- 
cess of the game in this city. 

“Remember Jack back in 1909 what 
a touch time we had to get Calgary 
Stirred up to enter the league?” re- 
called Jack, 

“You bet, but once the Calgary di- 
rectors got interestec nothing could 


stop them. They imported a tean 
that was going to clean up the league, 
but they didn’t do it that year. 
Billy Hamilton soon took that notion 
eut of their heads, but they came 
right back the nekt year with Bill 
Carney and made things interesting 


and we nearly went broke down in 
Medicine Hat.”

HUMBOLDT. 
Bulletin Newa Sé@rvice. 

Electric light ‘willl be turned on in 
Humboldt this week, when the $60,- 
000 plart the city has been construct- 
ing will be completed. The new water- 
works plant, built at a cost of $170,000 
will BOGn be In Gperation, This will 
give Humboldt acight and water ser- 
vice gecond to none in Canada. 

The Humboldt city hall, costing 
$47,500, a model, fireproof, brick 
building, has just been thrown open 
for use and the masons have finished 
enclosing the new brick high school 
building which will be rapidly rushed 
to completion to accommodate the 
children of the many new families 
which have located in Humboldt with- 
in tWelve months, 

Just two months ago a model brick 
hotel was Completed at a cost of $40,- 
000 and early in January the contract 
will be let for the new cvurt house 
and land titles office on which $150,- 
000 will be expended. 

The Canadian Northern is planning 
extensive improvements at Humboldt, 
which is the central divisional point 
between Winnipeg and Edmonton. 
Plans have already been completed 
for an addition of seven stalls to the 
roundhouse the company has erected 
here, One branch out of the city is 
now under construction and with the 
coming of spring work is to begin on 
two others. The monthly payroll of 
the central division alone is $15,000. 
This does not include any payments to 
construction gengs, but takes in the 
payrolls in the ‘arge shops at this 
point. A flour mill with a capacity of 
100 barrels a day has operated here 
without interruption throughout 19138 
anda creamery with a capacity of 
135,000 pounds a year is constantly at 
work. 

The year of 1918 has been an espe- 
cially prosperous one in the history of 
Humboldt. The population increased 
1,000 during the twelve months and is 
now 3,000, Civic improvements for the 
year cost $275,000 and _ building per- 
mits aggri gated $392,000,
